Government’s Prediction of Short Crop Sends Price 
Up Nearly $2 a Bale in a Few Hours-==Fur- 
ther Advance Seems Certain. 


New York, December 3.—(Special.)—The 
government report on cotton, issued to- 
day, estimating the crop for the season of 
1901-02 at 9,674,000 bales, has created a 
great sensation in the cotton market and 
has resulted in an advance in the New 
Orleans and New York markets during 
the three hours after its issuance of ap- 
proximately % cent a pound. 

The report fully sustains the crop es- 


to the season of 1899-1900, when the crop 
was approximately 9,400,000 bales. By the 
end of that cotton year, notwithstanding 
the fact that we started the season with 
a visible supply left over from the pre- 
vious crop of approximately 2,000,000 
bales, cotton went to 7d a pound in Liv- 
erpool and lle a pound in New York, and 
the mills were forced to stop their spin- 
dies, because, even at this price, the cot- 
ton was not obtainable at the end of the 
season.

Washington, December 3.—Not in many 
years have the members of the house 
listened with such rapt attention to the 
annual message of a president of the 
United States as they did today to the 
reading of the first message of President 
Roosevelt. With the most intense _in- 
terest every word was followed from the 
announcement of the tragic death of 
President McKinley in the opening sen- 
temnte to the expression of the closing 
wish that our relations with the. world 
would continue peaceful.

Several times there was ap- 
plause and at the conclusion there was 
an enthusiastic demonstration on the re- 
publican side.

Bales’ Light Weight. 

Aside from the fact that the indicated 
crop of 9,674,,000 bales is much below what 
many alleged crop experts have antici- 
pated, the most important feature of the 
report is its statement that the ‘‘average 
net weight of the cotton bales for the 
entire cotton belt is 466.2 pounds, which 
is believed to be the lowest average in at 
least ten years.’’ This is nearly 12 pounds 
per bale below the reported average for 
the last year, and the shortage in the 
number of bales is, therefore, rendered 
more pronounced by a decrease of nearly 
3 per cent in the weight of these bales. 
On a total crop of 9,600,000 bales this is 
the equivalent of an additional deduction 
of 200,000, so that the cotton world, if 
the government report be accepted as 
conclusive (and the marvelous record of 
the department for accuracy in the re- 
cent past abundantly justifies such an 
assumption), is confronted with a crop 
supply of American cotton of only 9,400,- 
000 bales. 

Although the market has advanced 
quite sharply today, it is doubtful if the 
trade at large yet appreciates what such 
a supply means. In order to correctly 
appreciate the situation, we must go back 


Prices Must Advance. 

If the government estimate of the 
American crop is correct, and the con- 
sumption continues at the present rate, 
there would at the end of the season be 
an absolute vacuum in the supply. This 
is, of course, commercially unthinkable. 
Prices must advance to a point that will 
compensate such unequal conditions be- 
tween supply and demiund, or, in vther 
words, to a figure that wil: cfieck con- 
sumption. With print cloth selling at 3c 
in Fall River, and the American dry 
goods trade in a condition of unexampled 
prosperity; with the markets of China 
and South Africa reopening to the world 
as the process of pacification by the 
powers progresses, there would seem to 
be little likelihood of any great decrease 
in the demand for manufactured cotton 
goods in Europe, and it is not unreason- 
able, therefore, to expect that the history 
of two years ago will repeat itself, and 
that very extreme prices will this year 
be recorded. 

In any event, thanks to the intelli- 
gence of the agricultural department at 
Washington, the south is this evening, on 
the unmarketed portion of its crop, near- 
ly $2 a bale, or say $9,000,090, better off 
than it was last night, and with the ad- 
vantage of the present position in its 
hands, the producers of cotton will have 
themselves only to thank if they fail, 
through judicious action and sound com- 
mercial sense, to realize ‘very much 
higher prices for their most valuable 
crop by holding it until a price justified 
by the present small supply is obtainable.

HE IS CAUGHT 


London Editor Says Roose- 
velt Struggles with Octo- 
pus of Party Intrigue. 


ATTACK ON ANARCHISTS 
GENERALLY APPROVED 


Reference to Trusts Thought To 
Mean a Good Deal of Uncertainty 
to American Markets—Lord 
Rothschild Likes the 
Message. 


London, December 3.—Practically all 
the morning papers here publish a long 
summary of President Roosevelt's mes- 
sage to congress. 

The Daily News in an editorial says: 

“It shows a bold man struggling with 
the devil fish of party intrigue and is in 
refreshing contrast to the spread eagle- 
ism of the early period of American 
jingoism.”’ 

Most of the afternoon newspapers pre- 
fer to await the publication of the text 
of President Roosevelt's message rather 
than comment on the abridgment made 
public here. The Pall Mall Gazette, 
however, says that the ideas contained 
in it are those of a ‘‘wise head firmly set 
on its shoulders.’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette highly approves 
of the president's suggestions relative to 
repressive measures to prevent, as the 
paper puts it, ‘‘America from becoming 
the dumping ground of the blockheads 
and starviings of Europe.’’ 

The Westminster Gazette considers that 
the reference to the trusts “‘spells a good 
deal of uncertainty for the American 


market.”’ 
Approved by Rothschild. 

“President Roosevelt's first message to 
congress,’ said Lord Rothschild to a 
representative of the Associated Press, 
“certainly seems statesmanlike and 
should produce a good effect in England 
and the rest of Europe where its careful, 
friendly references to the other powers 
will be much appreciated. But his decla- 
ration that reciprocity must be treated 
as the handmaiden of protection will 
raise a howl here in England, for pro- 
tective duties, If reciprocity is only to be 
a handmaiden, it will not do England 
much good. This enunciation will set on 
foot an unprecedented agitation for the 
restoration of at least partial protection 
here.”’ 

“Do you think it at all likely to suc- 
ceed?” Lord Rothschild was asked. 

“Yes,”’ he replied, ‘in spite of the his- 
tory of the fetich of free trade, I would 
not be at all surprised to see protection 
return to England. What can we do? We 
have got little we can now supply to the 
United States. She makes pretty near 
everything for herself and is daily send- 
ing us more of her surplus products. If 
we do not go in for some form of pro- 
tection we are likely to lose what little 
trade we still have here, and especially 
in view of President Roosevelt's concep- 
tion of reciprocity.’ 

The advice in the message to not ham- 
per ‘‘the captains of industry’ met. with 
Lord Rothschild’s warm approval, but 
he doubted the effect of making public 
corporation finances apparently, holding 
that the publication of the profits secured 
by these bodies would merely inflame the 
opposition against them. 

Caused Mild Thrill in Germany. 

Berlin, December 3.--The message of 
President Roosevelt caused a mild thrill 
in Germany. On the boerse, where it was 
eagerly awaited, the message was re- 
ceived with uncommon interest and the 
market was generally slightly stimulated 
upon the posting of a bulletin containing 
President Roosevelt's utterances about 
trusts. The shares of the steamship

Honolulu, November 26.—via San Fran- 
cisco, December %—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—The American 
ship Roanoke, which was thought to 
have been lost at s@a, being 162 days out 
from Norfolk, Va., bound for San Fran- 
cisco, arrived heré today in distress, 
with her cargo of coal on fire. 

She left Norfolk last June and was 
shortly afterward reported afire on the 
Atlantic coast. Later she was reported 
as again being all right and it was 
thought that she was safe, but when 
she failed to arrive in San Francisco on 
time fears began to be felt for her, and 
when a vessel was reported as afire ffom 
South America, it Was supposed that the 
Roanoke was lost. 

The Roanoke had an adventurous 
passage from the other side. September 
20 she was thought to be leaking. She 
aws then off the horn and found some 
rough weather. The crew ewre set to 
work at the pumps and'a wind mill aws 
ries to help to keep water out of the 
hold. 

November 25 the second danger appear- 
ed when the vessel was said to be on 
fire. After that the awter was allowed 
to rise over four feet in the hold and 
remain at that level to assist in fighting 
the fire.

DICK IS KNOCKING THE SOUTH. 


He Wants the Elections in This Sec- 
tion Investigated. 
Washingion, December 3.—R#presenta- 
tive Dick, of Ohio, has introduced a res- 
olution for a general investigation of the 
denial og, abridgement of the right to vote 
in certain states, with a view to reducing 


the cengressional representations from 
such states. The resolution recites that 
“11 is a matter of common information 
and belief that the rights of some mate 
citizens, being twenty-one years of age, 
to vote at elections is denied and abridged 
in certain states.”’ 

In conclusion the resolution provides: 

“Resolved, That the matter be referred 
to the committee_on election of president, 
vicepresident and representatives in con- 
gress, with power to subpoena and exam. 
ine witnesses, under oath, and to send for 
records and other evidence, to investigate 
fully and completely, and report what, if 
any, proportion of the number of male 
citizens, twenty-one years of age, in any 
state, to whom said state denies or 
abridges the right to vote aforesaid, ex- 
cept for participation in the rebellion or 
other crimes, bears to the total number 
of male inhabitants of such state, being 
twenty-one years of age and citizens of 
the United States.’’

Object Is To Secure $105,000,000 
Taken During Reconstruction 
Period Through Means of 
Cotton Tax, To Be Used 
for Education. 


At a conference of prominent citizens, 
held yesterday afternoon in the office of 
Captain W. D. Ellis in the Prudential 
building, a movement was inaugurated 
the successful culmination of which 
means more than $100,000,000 for the 
south for the purpose of educating her 
people. The object of the plan is to se- 
cure the return from the United States 
government of the money collected from 
the southern people during the period of 
reconstruction as cotton tax, and also 
the fund derived from the sale of cap- 
tured and abandoned property during 
and immediately following the civil war. 
The matter was given an impetus yes- 
terday afternoon that greatly encouraged 
the promoters, and they hope in a very 
short time to have the entire south in- 
terested and combined in the effort to 
secure these many millions. 

The predominating idea of the -move- 
ment is to simply obtain from the federal 
government what it is claimed waa ille- 
gally extorted from the people of the 
south and which as a matter of equity 
should be returned to them. There is a 
record of both furds in Washington, but 
it is an impossibility, it is said, to es- 
tablish proof of individual claims. For 
this reason, instead of asking congress to 
refund the money to individuals from 
whom it was received, the south will ask 
that it be. given back in bulk for educa- 
tional. purposes, each state to receive ite —

The amount collected as cotton tax is os 
approximated at $66,000,000, and the ¢@p- — 
tured and abandoned prop ind 
$29,000,000, aggregating a total of $ . 
000. Of this amount Georgia's share is 
estimated at $14,000,000. 

Prominent Men Present._ 

The following well-known. and influen< —

Definite steps were taken in this direc- 
tion. A committee of seven was appoint- 
ed to draft a memorial to congress, pre- 
senting clearly the claims of the south 
and the reasons why they are just, and 
also’ to secure immediate action through 
the, Georgia legislature. The committee 
will meet this morning at 10 o'clock in the 
office of Mayor Mims in the city hall, at 
which. time the memorial will be framed. 
The members will then visit the capitol 
and hold a conference with the repre- 
sentatives of Fulton county, ‘urging them 
to introduce a resolution calling on con- 
gress to refund the above stated 
to the south. 

The committee is composed of ghe fol- 
lowing: Judge George Hillyer, chairman;

Claim of Unconstitutionality. 

The claim of the south is based on the 
alleged unconstitutionality of the law, 
by which the cotton tax was collected. 

Directly after the war a tax of 3 cents 
per pound was levied on all cotton raised 
in the United States. This, of course, 
affected only the south, as that was 
the only section of the country growing 
cotton. The act was tested in the su- 
preme court of the United States, and 
by a divided court and with a majority 
of only 1 it was declared constitution- 
al. That decision, however, was refi- 


feeling incident to the struggle between 
the state. and it is not believed tha 
the act would be upheld today. 

The captured and abandoned property 
fund arose from the sale of property 
taken possession of by the federal troops 
in thefr march through the south. The 
property was captured or wus taken from 
the places of southerners who had refu- 
geed. In cases where the captors were 
honest a record was sent to Washington, 
and it is by this means that the amount 
is ascertained. As to the cotton tax 
fund, a record was kept through the 
reports of revenue collectors, by whom 
the tax was collected. 

The Mayor a Victim. 

Colonel Scruggs, in answer to a ques- 

tion, stated that the property fund was 


about $39,000,000, and Judge Hillyer ap- 


proximated the cotton tax at $66,000,000. 
Captain Ellis sald he had learned from 
people along the coast of South Carolina 
that bills are now pending in congress in 
the interest of abandoned land claims. 

Dr. White suggested that an appeal 
should be made to congress through the 
legislature, but this idea met with some 
opposition from Dr. Landrum. 

Judge Tompkins agreed with the idea 
to carry the matter before the legisla- 
ture.

Legislation Is Needed. 

The supreme court decision relative to 
the Philippines has brought tc the at- 
tention of leaders in congress the need 
of legislation for the archipelago, some- 
what on the lines of that enacted for 
Porto Rico and particularly dealing with 
revenue questions and imports trom the 
Philippines. Such legislation will origi- 
nate in the house of representatives, and 
it appears to be conceded that the ways 
and means committee will get up the ih- 
gular revenue bill, the insular committoe 
dealing only with questions outside of 
those involving revenue. 

Mr. Payne, of New York, former chair- 
man of the ways and means committee, 
who undoubtedly will continue in that 
position, said today that there had not 
yet been time to consider the court's de- 
cision with reference to the needs of Ieg- 
isiation. It was quite apparent, he said, 

that congress was now called upen to 
frame some legislation to meet the con-

TELLER FITCHAM BEGAN 
TO STEAL LONG TIME AGO 


Year ty Year His Defalcation Has 
Grown Until It Has Reached 
$100,000 — Teller Under 
Arrest and the Bank 
Is Closed. 


Ballston, N. Y¥., December 3.—The First 
national bank of this place was closed 
today pending an investigation by a na- 
tional bank examiner. It is stated that 
the closing of the bank followed the dis-~- 
cowery of irregularities in the accounts of 
ihe teller, Charles E. Fitcham. The bank 


] began business in 1865. Judge J. 8. Lamo- 


reaux succeeded the late George West as 
president early in October of this year, 
and H. J. Donaldson succeeded to the 
vice presidency. The new executive offi- 
cérs began at once a thorough investiga- 
tion of the bank's affairs and they dis- 
covered indteations of a defalcation on 
the part of Teller Fitcham. The investi- 
gation was pursued until it was seen that 
the defaleation had begun many years 
ago, and attained large figures. 

Bank Examiners Graham and Van 
Vranken were sent for yesterday and 
they began a thorough examination. At 


the close of banking hours they reported 
a shortage of $100,000. The directors then 
decided to close the bank pending an in- 
vestigation, and a warrant for Fitcham's 
arrest was issued. Fitcham was bonded 
to the amount of $10,000. He has a wife 
and one daughter. 

President Lamoreaux said the investi- 
gations show the teller alone is respon- 
sible. Mr. Lamoreaux added that it is not 
thought that a loss can come to de- 
positors or certificate holders, as the bank 
has a surplus of $100,000, which it is hoped 
will meet the deficit and leave the bank's 
capital of $100,000 unimpaired. 

Fitcham is ill

WRAPPER 
SHOWS BLOOD 


So Declare the Experts Sum- 
moned for Mrs, Bonine, 


One Witness Swears That the Pistol 
Belonged to Ayres, and Another 
Asserts That the Young 
Clerk Was Drunk on 
Night of Murder. 


Washington, Decembér 3.—The case of 
Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine, on trial for the 
murder of James Seymour Ayres, Jr., 
is expected to go to the jury the latter 
part of this week. Three witnesses, 
intimate friends of Ayres, were put on 
the stand today and swore that they had 
seen a revolver in Asres’ room. The 
wrapper worn by Mrs. Bonine on the 
night of the tragedy was again the sub- 
ject of discussion, the defense putting on 
the stand witnesses whose evidence was 
intended to discredit that given by 
Dr. Shaffer, the government expert, who 
had testified that a careful examination 
of the wrapper had failed to show the 
presence of any blood spots thereon. 

Duncan B. Hubbard, of Mount Clemens, 
Mich., who formerlly lived at the Ken- 
more, testified that he had seen a pistol 
in a bureau drawer in Ayres’ reom, and 
identified the weapon in evidence as being 
very similar to it. Thomas Ford, of 
Sanilac county, Michigan, testified that 
while on a visit here last January Ayres 
had loaned him a retolver. The witords 
described the weapon and said that the 
one with which the killing was done close- 
ly resembled it, even to certain marks 
on the handle. He also testified that 
when Ayres loaned him the pistol it was 
loaded, J. P. Stevens also testified to 
having seen a pistol in Ayres’ room and 
partially identified the one in evidence. 

A. E. Berklyn, scourer and dyer, said 
it was a simple operation to remove blood 
spots from garments and that he had fre- 
quently done so in a manner to leave no 
trace of the spots. 

Witness also testified during the morn- 
ing session of the court to the dances fre- 
quently given in the hotel, at which 
Ayres and Mrs. Bonine were present and 
to the bloody finger marks on the window 
curtain in Ayres’ room. F. C. Rutter 
testified that he had _ particularly no- 
ticed Ayres and his companions about 
midnight of the night of the tragedy, 
and it was his impression that they were 
under the influence of liquor. 

Carl E. Fiather, a detective, testified 
regarding the rents and tears in the 
Wrapper worn by Mrs. Bonine on the 
night of the tragedy, and Dr. Sterling 
Ruffin detailed the various tests com- 
monly employed for determining the ex- 
istence of blood spots. He said he had 
given special study to blood staina He 
had examined several specimens from the 
wrapper in the presence of Dr. Shaffer 
and ,.Dr. Carrol!, and had found distinct 
evidences of blood on -the wrapper. The 
Wrapper also was torn. The witness 
was, still on the stand when court ad- 
journed.

He waved 
gside the guards, who were following 
him, jumped through a window and 
reached the yard where he armed him- 
self with an ax. One of the deputies, 
who approached the man, Was struck on 
the arm with the piece of pipe, but 
others closed in on Brown and_  over- 
powered him. He was manacled and 
again placed in his cell to await execu- 
tion. At 10:0 o'clock Brown was hanged. 
He walked to the scaffold without be- 
traying the slightest fear and had calm- 
ed down completely after his despérate 
attempt to escape from jail. Death was 
almest instantaneous. 

Washington Hunter, for whose murder 
Brown Was hanged, was a wealthy re- 
tired farmer of 70 yvears and lived with 
his wife at Riverside, N. J. On the night 
of January 2% last Charles Brown, John 
Young, Charles Miller and Otto Keller 
forced an entrance into Hunter's house 
with the intention of robbing the place. 
Mr. Hunter resisted and was brutally 
beaten with an iron bolt. His’ wife 
brought him a revolver, with which he 
defended himself until his assailants 
were frightened away. Mr. Hunter died 
four days later. Young Keller was ar- 
rested in New York and Keller turned 
state's evidence.

TIES ARE SET 
TO DERAIL CARS 


Attempt Made To Wreck 
Southern Train Coming 
from Columbus. 


HIGH RATE OF SPEED 
AVERTED A DISASTER 


The Accident Occurred Within Fif- 
teon Miles of Atlanta and Ten 
Miles from Fayetteville. 
Malice Believed To Have 
Inspired Attempt. 


Columbus, Ga., December 3.—(Special.) 
An attempt was made today to wreck the 
Southern passenger train from Columbus 
to Atlanta, 

At 10:10 o'clock this morning, while 
skimming tthe rails toward Atlanta at 
the rate of 4 miles an hour, the 
train ran into crossties that had been 
placed on the track, and it was but a 
miracle that a disastrous wreck did aot 
result. 

The very fact that the train was going 
at such a high rate of speed probably 
prevented the wreck, for the heavy en- 
gine plowed its way through the cross- 
ties, and no great damage resulted. 

The scene of the attempted wreck was 
15 miles this side of Atlanta and about 
10 miles from Fayetteville. Two heavy 
crossties had been placed across the 
track and when Engineer Matthews 
caught sight of the obstruction it was too 
late to stop the train, and the heavy 
engine pushed its way through cross- 
ties. The wood was broken and splin- 
tered, and one large piece, flying up from 
the rails just after the wheels of the 
tender passed over it, struck against 
the floor of the mail car, making four 
holes in it. Remarkable to state the 
train was not even derailed. 

The attempt to wreck the train was 
quite a bold one, and the fact that it 
was made in broad daylight leads to the 
belief that it was inspired by pure mal- 
ice, as robbery at such an hour would 
have been practically impossible,

The Constitution publishes this 
morning President Roosevelt’s mes- 
sage—not in its complete verbiage, 
but complete in having been pre- 
pared carefully for publication. 
Fully seven thousand words have 
been eliminated without marring the 
sense or changing the text. 

In this way an opportunity is pre- 
sentea every business man to read 
the message quickly, finding with 
ease those portions in which he feels 
the greatest interest. 

Stripped of descriptive detail, the 
salient points of the president’s mes- 
sage follow: 


McKinley's death deplored in elo- 
quent terms. 

Congress requested to take stringent 
steps to stop anarchy, by deportation 
apc other wise. 

In discussing the business situation 
Jt is denied that the rich are richer 
mond the poor poorer. 

Danger of trusts has been over-esti- 
gated, but the government should en: 
act laws to contro] them. 

Over capitalization designated as 
one of America’s real and grave evils, 
baleful in consequences. 

The re-enactment of the Chinese ex- 
clusion act fs urged, and more rigid 
jmrmmigration laws recommended. 

The tariff is nominated as something 
unnecessary to disturb. Reciprocity 
is christened its handmaiden, and is 
dwelt upon. 

Condition of the merchant marine 
f dubbed discreditable and it is ree- 
ommended that the government build 


4t up. 


The gold standard fs called timely 


‘and judicious, but the wish for a more 


elastic currency is expressed by the 
president. 

Railroads figure in a recommenda 
tion that fhe interstate commerce act 
be amended. Railways should be reg- 
ulated but not destroyed. 

The subject of forest preservation 
finds an important place in the mes- 
Bage. The crying necessity for forest 
conservation is argued. 

The reclamation of arid lands and 
the irrigation of land are recommend 
ed. The details of this are interestiry 
and important. 

Cuba’s freedom is guaranteed at 
once; that is, before the close of the 
present congress. Homemakers want- 
ed for Hawaii. 

The Philippines are introduced as 
a large problem. To desert them now 
would be a crime against humanity. 

Importance of the isthmian canal 
emphasized, and the need for going to 
work at once is admitted. New treaty 


. makes it possible. 


For the navy more ships are recom- 
mended and the necessity for 5,000 
more “men and additional officers is 
presented. 

Army is big enough. Dry rot threat- 
ens commissary and transportation de. 
partments. Less ‘rithmetic and more 
reading, ‘riting and readiness. 
System of appointments should be 
based on merit for clerical positions. 
Politics should be eliminated there 
and in the consular service. 

Treat the Indian as an individual 
make him work, do not educate him 
too highly and cut off the ration sys- 
tem to sfop pauperism. 

The Charleston and St. Louis expo- 
sitions are cordially commended, and 
the good work of the Pan-American is 
praised unstintedly. 

The revenues of the postal service 
have doubled: so have the exnenses. 
The trouble seems to be with the 
abuse in second class matter. 

The troubles in China are announc- 
ed closed and the future safety of for- 
eign represenfatives fully assured.

M’KINLEY: His untimely death 
at the hand ofan assassin de- 
plored in eloquent terms by 
Roosevelt. 


To the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives: The congress assembles this year 
under the shadow of a great calamity. 
On the 6th of September, President Mc- 
Kinley was shot by. an anarchist while 


attending the Pan-American exposition at 


Buffalo, and died in that city on the 14th 
of that month. 

Of the last seven elected presidents, he 

the third who has been murdered, and 

@ bare recital of this fact is sufficient 

justify grave alarm among all loyal 
‘American citizens. 

“It is not too much to say that at the 
time of President McKinley’s death he 
was the most widely loved man in all the 
United States. His political opponents 


‘were the first to bear the heartiest and 


most generous tribute to the broad kind- 
liness of nature, the sweetness and gen- 
tieness of character which so endeared 
him to his close associates. To a standard 
of lofty integrity in public life he united 
the tender affections and home virtues 
which are all-important in the make-up 
of national character. A gallant soldier 
fn the great war for the union, he also 
shone as an example to all our people 
because of his conduct in the most sacred 
‘and intimate of home relations. There 


‘could be no personal hatred of him, for 


he never acted with aught but consider- 
ation for the welfare of others. No one 
eould fail to resvect him who knew him 
fm public or private life. The defenders 
of those murderous criminals who seek 
to excuse their criminality by asserting 
that it is exercised for political ends, in- 
veigh against wealth and _ irresponsible 
power. But for this assassination even 
this base apology cannot be urged. 
“President McKinley was a man of mo4-

had himself belonged among ‘the wage- 
workers, who had entered the army aga 
private soldier, Wealth was not struck 
at when the president was assassinated, 
but the honest toll which is content with 
moderate gains after a lifetime of unre- 
mitting labor, largely in the service of 
the public. Still less was power struck 
at in the sense that power is ‘rrespons'ble 
or centered in the hands of any one inidi- 
vidual. The blow was not aimed at ty- 
ranny or wealth. It was almed at one 
of the strongest champions the wage- 
worker has ever had.”’ 

President Roosevelt hére dwells elo- 
Guently on the many dignified traits of 
character of his predecessor, and Says: 

“And this was the man at whom the 
assassin struck! That there might be 
nothing lacking to complete the Judas- 
like infanmy of his act, advancing as if 
to take the hand outstretched to tim in 
Kindly and brotherly friendship, he turn- 
ed the noble and gsenerous conficence of 
the victim into an opportunity to strike 
the fatal blow. 

“The shock, the grief of the country, 
are bitter in the minds of all who saw 
the dark days, while the president yet 
hovered between life and death. 

“Such a death, crowning glory of such 
a life, leaves us with infinite sorrow, but 
with such pride in what he had accom- 
plished and in his own personal charac- 
ter that we feel the blow not as struck 
at him, but as struck at the nation.” 


ANARCHY: ° Congress urged to take 
immediate action to suppress the 


reds. Those here must be deported. 


The president's message dwells at more 
length on the sadness of McKinley's 
death, then takes up the questiom of an- 
archists: 

“This criminal was a professed an- 
archist, inflamed by the teachings of 
professed anarchists, and probably also 
by the reckless utterances of those who, 
on the stump and in the public press, 
appeal to the dark and evil spirits of 
malice and greed, envy and sullen 
hatred. This applies alike to the deliber- 
ate demagogue, to the exploiter of sen- 
sationalism, and to the crude and foolish 
Visionary who, for whatever reason, 
apologizes for crime or excites aimless 
discontent. 

‘The blow was aimed not at this presi- 
dent, but at all presidents; at every sym- 
bol of government. On no conceivable 
theory could the murder of the president 
be accepted as due to protest against ‘in- 
equalities in the social order.’ Anarchy 
is no more an expression of ‘social dis- 
content’ than picking pockets or wife- 
beating. 

“The anarchist, and especially the an- 
archist in the United States, is merely 
one type of criminal, more dangerous 
than any other because he represents the 
same depravity in a greater degree. The 
man who advocates anarchy directly or 
indirectly, in any shape or fashion, or the 
man who apologizes for anarchists and 
th< deeds, makes himself morally ac- 
cessory to murder before the fact. The 
anarchist is a criminal whose perverted 


\ instincts lead him to prefer confusion and 


chaos to the most beneficent form of so- 
cial order. The anarchist is everywhere 
not merely the enemy of system and of 
progress, but the deadly foe of liberty. 
If ever anarchy is’ triumphant, its tri- 
umph will last for but one red moment, 
to be succeeded for ages by the gloomy 
night of despotism. 

“For the anarchist himself, whether he 
preaches or practices his doctrines, w® 
need not have one particle more concern 
than for any ordinary murderer. He is 
in no sense, in no shape or way, a 
‘product of social conditions,’ save as a 
highwayman is ‘produced’ by the. fact 
that an unarmed man happens to have a 
purse. No man or body of men _ preach- 
ing anarchistic doctrines should be al- 
lowed at large any more than if preach- 
ing the murder of some specified private 
individual. 

“T earnestly recommend to the congress 
that in the exercise of its wise discretion 
it should take into consideration the com- 
ing to this country of anarchists or *per- 
sons professing principles hostile to all 
government. Such individuals as those 
who not long ago gathered in open meet- 
ing to glorify the murder of King Hum- 
bert of Italy perpetrate a crime. They 
and those like them should be kept out 
of this country; and if found here they 
should be promptly deported to the coun- 
try whence they came. No matter calls 
more urgently for the wisest thought of 
the congress. 

“Mhe federal courts should be given ju- 
risdiction over any man who Kills or at- 
tempts to kill the president or any man 
who by the constitution or by law is in 
‘ine of succession for the presidency, 
while the punishment for an unsuccessful 
attempt should be proportioned to the 
enormity of the offense against our insti- 
tutions. 

“Anarchy is a crime against the whole 
human race: and all mankind should 
band against the anarchist. His crime 
should be made an offense against the 
law of nations, like piracy and that form 
of man stealing known as the slave 
trade: for it is of far blacker infamy 
than either. It shonld be so declared 
by treaties among all civilized powers. 
Such treaties would give to the federal 
government the power of dealing with the 
crime. 

“A grim commentary upon the folly of 
the anarchist position was afforded by 
the attitude of the law toward this very 
criminal who had just taken the life of 
the president. The people would have 
torn him limb from limb if it had not 
been that the iaw defied was at once in- 
voked in his behalf. No man will ever 
be restrained from becoming president 
by any fear as to his personal safety. If 
the risk to the president’s life became 
great, it would mean that the office would 
more and more come to be filled by men 
of spirit, which would make them reso- 
lute and merciless in- dealing with every 
friend of disorder. This great country 
will not fall into anarchy, and if an- 
archists should ever become a _ serious 
menace to its institutions they would 
not merely be st@mped out, but would in- 
volve in their own ruin every active or 
passive sympathizer with their doctrines. 
The American people are slow to wrath, 
but when their wrath is once kindled it 
burns like a consuming flame. 


BUSINESS: It is not true that as 


the rich have grown richer, the 


poor have grown poorer. 


“During the last five years business 
confidence has been restored and the na- 
tion is to be congratulated because of its 
present abounding prosperity. Such 
prosperity can never be created by law 
alone, although it is easy to destroy it 
by mischievous laws. If the hand of the 
Lord is heavy upon any country, if flood 
or drought comes, human wisdom is pow- 
erless to avert the calamity. Moreover, 
no law can guard us against the conse- 
quences of our own folly. The men who 
are idle or credulous, the men who seek 
gains not by genuine work with head or 
hand, but by gambling in any form, are 
always a source of menace not only to 
themselves but to others. If the business 
world loses its head, it loses what legisla- 
tlon cannot supply. Fundamentally the 
welfare of each citizen, and therefore tle 
welfare of the aggregate of citizens which 
makes the nation, must rest upon indi- 
vidual thrift and energy, resolution and 
intelligence. Nothing can take the place 
of this individual-capacity; but wise leg- 
islation and honest and intelligent admin-

| istration can give it the fullest scope, the 


largest opportunity to work to good ef- 
fect. 

“The tremendous and highly complex 
industrial development which went on 
with ever accelerated rapidity during the 
latter half of the nineteenth century 
brings us face to face, at the beginning 
of the*twentieth, with very serious social 
problems, 

“The growth of cities has gone beyond 
comparison faster than the growth of the 
country, and the upbuilding of the great 
industrial centers has méant a startling 
increase, not merely in the aggregate of 
wealth, bit in the nunjber of very large 
individual, and especlally of very large 
corporate, fortunes. The creation of 
these great corporate fortunes has not 
been due to th@ tariff nor to any other 
governmental action,. but to natural 
causes in the business world, operating 
in other countries as they operate in our 
own, 

“The process has aroused much antag- 
onism, 3 great part of which is wholly 
without warrant. It is not true that as 
the rich have grown richer, the poor 
have grown poorer. On the contrary, 
never before has the average man, the 
wage worker, the farmer, the small trad- 
er, been so well off as in this country 
and at the present time. There have 
been abuses connected with the accumu- 
lation of wealth; yet it remains true 
that a fortune accumulated in legitimate 
business can be accumulated by the per- 
son specially benefited only on condition 
of conferring immense incidental benefits 
upon others. 

“The captains of industry 
driven the railway systems across this 
continent, who have built up our com- 
merce, who have developed our manu- 
factures, have on the whole done great 
good to our people. The business abil- 
ity of the man at the head of any busi- 
ness concern big or little, is usually the 
factor which fixes the gulf between strik- 
ing success and hopeless failure. 

“An additional reason for caution in 
dealing with corporations is to be found 
in the international commerctal condi- 
tions of today. The same business con- 
ditions which have produced the great 
aggregations of corporate and individual 
wealth have made them very potent fac- 
tors in international «commercial com- 
petition. Business concerns which have 
the largest means at their disposal and 
are managed by the ablest men are nat- 
urally those which take the lead in the 
strife for commercial supremacy among 
the nations of the world. . America has 
only just begun to assume that command- 
ing position in’ the international business 
world which we believe will more and 
more be hers. It is of the utmost im- 
portance that this position be not jeopard- 
ed, especially at a time when the over- 
flowing abundance of our own natural 
resources and the skill, business energy, 
and mechanical aptitude of our people 
make foreign markets essential. Under 
such conditions it would be most un- 
wise to cramp or to fetter the youthful 
strength of our nation. 

*“‘Moreover, {it cannot too often be point- 
ed out that to strike with ignorant vio- 
lence at the interests of one set of men 
almost inevitably endangers the interests 
of all. The fundamental rule in our na- 
tional life—the rule which underlies all 
others—is that, on the whole, and in the 
long run, we shall go up or down togeth- 
er. ‘There are exceptions; afd in times 
of prosperity some will prosper far more, 
than others; but speaking generally, a pe- 
riod of good times means that all shale 
more or less in them, and in the period 
of hard times all feel the stress to a 
greater or less degree. It surely ought 
not to be necessary to enter into any 
proof of this statement; the memory of 
the lean years which began in 1893 is 
stil! vivid. Disaster to great business 
enterprises can never have its effects 
limited to the men at the top. The cap- 
italist may be shorn of his luxuries; but 
the wage worker may be deprived of even 
bare necessities.

ment must and shall control them. 


‘‘Many of those who have made it their 
vocation to denounce the great industrial 
combinations which are popuraly, al- 
though with technical inaccuricy, known 
as ‘trusts,’ appeal especially to hatred 
and fear. Much of the legislation direct- 
ed at the trusts would have been ex- 
ceedingly mischievous had it not also 
been entirely ineffective. 

“In dealing with business interests, for 
the government to undertake by crude 
and ill-considered legislation to do what 
may turn out to be bad, would be to in- 
cur the risk of such far-reaching national 
disaster that it would be preferable to 
undertake nothing at all. The men who 
demand the impossible or the undesira- 
ble serve the allies of the forces with 
which they are nominally at war, for 
they hamper those who would endeavor 
to find out in national fashion what the 
wrongs really are, and to what extent 
and in what manner it is practicable to 
apply remedies. 

“ALL THIS 18 TRUE; AND YET IT 
™ ALSO TRUE THAT THERE ARE 
REAL AND GRAVE EVILS, ONE OF 
THE CHIEF BEING OVER-CAPITALI- 
ZATION BECAUSE OF ITS MANY 
BALEFUL CONSEQUENCES: AND A 
RESOLUTE AND PRACTICAL EF- 
FORT MUST BE MADE TO CORRECT 
THESE EVILS. 

“There is a widespread conviction In 
the minds of the American people that 
the great corporations known as trusts 
are in certain of their features and ten- 
denctes hurtful to the general welfare. 
This springs from no spirit of envy or 
uncharitableness, nor lack of pride in 
the great industrial achievements that 
have placed this country at the head of 
the nations struggling for commercial su- 
premacy. It does not rest upon a lack 
of intelligent appreciation of the necessi- 
ty of meeting changing and changed con- 
ditions of trade with new methods, nor 
upon ignorance of the fact that combina- 
tion of capital in the effort to accomplish 
great things is necessary when the world’s 
progress demands that great things be 
done. It is based upon sincere conviction 
that combination and concentration 
should be. not prohibited, but supervised 
and within reasonable limits controlled; 
and_in my judgment this conviction Is 
right. 

“Corporations engaged ih interstate 
commerce should be reguiated if they 
are found to exercise a license working 
to the public injury. It should be as 
much the aim of those who seek for so- 
celal betterment to rid the business world 
of crimes of enunning as to rid the entire 
body politic of crimes of violence. Great 
corporations exist onlv because they are 
created and safeguarded by our institu- 
tions: and it is therefore our right and 
our duty to see that they work in har- 
mony with these institutions. 

‘'The Srst essential in determining how 
to denl with the great industrial combi- 
nations ts knowledge of the facts—pub- 
licity. 

‘IN THE INTEREST OF THE PUB- 
LIC THE GOVERNMENT SHOTTLD 
HAVE THE RIGHT TO INSPECT AND 
EXAMINE THE WORKINGS OF THE 
GREAT CORPORATIONS ENGAGED IN 
INTERSTATE BUSINESS. PUBLICITY 
IS THE ONLY SURE REMEDY WHICH 
WE CAN NOW INVOKE. 

“What further remedies are needed in 
the way of governmental regulation, or 
taxation, can only be determined after 
publicity has been obtained, by process 
of law, and in the course of administra- 
tion. The first requisite is knowledge, 


‘that they can undersell our men in the la- 


full and complete—knowledge which may 
be made public to the world. 

“Artificial bodies, such as corporations 
and joint stock or other associations, 
depending upon any statutory law for 
their existence or .privileges, should be 
subject to proper governmental super- 
vision, and full and accurate information 
as to their operations should be made 
public regularly at reasonable inter- 
vals. 

“The large corporations, commonly 
called trusts, though organized in one 
state, always do business in many states, 
often doing very little business in the 
state where they are incorporated. There 
is utter lack of uniformity in the state 
laws about them; and as no state has 
any exclusive interest in or power over 
their acts, it has in practice proved im- 
possible to get adequate regulation 
through state action. Therefore, in the 
interest of the whole people, the nation 
should, without interfering with the pow- 
er of the states in the matter itself, also 
assume power of supervision and regula- 
tion over all corporations doing an inter- 
state business. 

“THIS Is ESPECIALLY TRUE 
WHERE THE CORPORATION DE- 
RIVES A PORTION OF ITS WEALTH 
FROM THE EXISTENCE OF SOME 
MONOPOLISTIC ELBMENT OR TEN- 
DENCY IN ITS BUSINESS. 

“There would be no hardship in such 
supervision; banks are subject to it, and 
In their case it is now accepted as a sim- 
ple matter of course. Indeed, it is prob- 
able that supervision of corporations by 
the national government need not go so 
far as is now the case with the super- 
vision exercised over them by 80 con- 
Servative a state as Massachusetts, in or- 
der to produce .excellent results. 

“It was accepted as a matter of course 
that the several states were the proper 
authorities to regulate, so far as was 
then necessary, the comparatively insig- 
nificant and strictly localized corporate 
bodies of the day. The conditions are 
now wholly different. 

“I believe that a law can be framed 
which will enable the national govern- 
ment to exercise contro! along the lines 
above indicated; profiting by the expe- 
rience gained through the passage and 
administration of the interstate- 
commerce act. If, however, the judg- 
ment of the congress is that it lacks the 
constitutional power to pass such an act, 
THEN A .CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENT SHOULD BE SUBMITTED TO 
CONFER THE POWER. 

“There should be created a cabinet of- 
ficer, to be known as secretary of com- 
merce and industries, as provided in the 
bill introduced at the last session of 
congress. It should be his province to 
deal with commerce in its broadest sense; 
including, among many other things, 
whatever concerns labor and all matters 
affecting the great business corporations 
and our merchant marine. 

“The course proposed should be “or 
the purpose of broadening our markets, 
securing our business interests, and mak- 
ing firm our new position in the inter- 
national industrial world; while scrupu- 
lously safeguarding the rights of wage- 
worker and capitalist, of investor and 
private citizen. 


IMMIGRATION: clude the Chi-

“If the farmer and: :wage-worker are 
well off, it is absolutely. certain that all 
others will be well off, too, Not only must 
our labor be protected by the. tariff, but it 
should also be protected from laborers 
brought over by contract or of those rep- 
resenting a standard of living so depressed 


bor market. I REGARD IT AS NECESSA- 
RY, WITH THIS END IN VIEW, TO 
REEN4CT IMMEDIATELY THIS LAW 
EXCLUDING CHINESE LABORERS. 

“The national government should deman7 
the highest quality of service from its 
employees, and tn return it should be a 
good. employer. If possible legislation 
should be passed, in connection with the 
interstate commerce law, which will ren- 
der effective the efforts of different states 
to do away with the competition of con- 
vict contract labor in the open labor mar- 
ket. So far as practicable under the con- 
ditions of government work, provision 
should be made to render the enforcement 
of the eight-hour law easy and certain. 
The government should forbid all night 
work’ for women and children, as well 
as excessive overtime. For the District 
of Columbia a good factory law should 
be passed, ani, as a powerful indirect 
aid to such laws, provision should be 
made to turn the inhabited alleys into 
minor streets, where the inhabitants can 
live under conditions favorable to health 
and morals. 

“The most vital problem with which this 
country, and for that matter the whole 
civilized world. has to deal. is the prob- 
lem which has for one side the betterment 
cf so¢ial conditions, moral and physical, 
in large cities, and for another side thé 
effort to deal with that tangle of far- 
reaching questions which we group to- 
gether when we speak of ‘labor.’ The 
chief factor in the success of each man-.- 
vage-worker. farmer and canitalist alike 
—must ever be the sum total of his own 
individual qualities and abilities. Sec- 
end only to this comes the power of act- 
ing in combination or association with 
others.” 

President Roosevelt here refers to labor 
crganizations and says that very great 
gcod has been and will be accomplished 
by such associations so long as they have 
a respect for the rights of others. The 
national government. he says, should safe- 
guard the rights and interests of all. He 
ecntinues: 

Fea man must work for himself, and 
unless he so works no outside help can 
avail him: but each man must remem- 
ber also that he its inceed his brother's 
keeper. To be permanently effective, aid 
must alwavs take the form of helping a 
man to help himself: and we can all best 
help ourselves by joining together in the 
work that is of common interest to all. 

“Our present immigration laws are un- 
satisfactory. We need every honest and 
efficient immigrant fitted to become an 
American citizen, every immigrant who 
comes here to stay; who brings here a 
strong body, a stout heart, a good head, 
and a resolute purpose to do his duty well 
in every way and to bring up his chil- 
dren as law-abiding and God-fearing 
members of the community. But there 
should be a comprehensive law enacted 
with the object of working a threefold 
improvement over our present system. 
First. we should aim to exclude abso- 
lutely not only all perrons who are known 
to te_believers in anarchistic principles or 
members of anarchistic societies, but also 
‘all persons who are of a low moral ten- 
dency or of unsavory reputation. 

“The second object of a proper immi- 
gration law ought to be to secure by a 
careful and not merely perfunctory edu- 
cational test some intelligent capacity to 
appreciate American institutions and act 
sanely as American citizens, There should 
be proper proof of personal capacity to 
earn an American living and enough 
money to insure a decent start under 
American conditions. This would stop 
the influx of cheap labor, and the result- 
ing competition which gives rise to so 
much of bitterness in American indus- 
trial life. 

“A wise immigration law should be 
designed to protect. and elevate the gen-

THE TARIFF:

“There is general acquiescence in our 
present tariff system as a national pol- 
icy. The first requisite to our prosperity 
is the continuity and stability of this 
economic policy. Nothing could be more 
unwise than to disturb the business in- 
terests of the country by any general 
tariff change at this time. 

‘Doubt, apprehension, uncertainty are 
exactly what we most wish to avoid 
in the interest of our commercial and 
material well-being. Our experience in 
the past has shown that sweeping re- 
visions of the tariff are apt to produce 
conditions closely approaching panic in 
the business worjJd. Yet it is not only 
possible, but eminently desirable, to com- 
‘bine with the stability of our economic 
system a supplementary system of recip- 
rocal benefit and obligation with other 
nations. Such reciprocity is an incident 
and result of the firm establishment and 
preservation of our present economic 
policy. It was specially provided for in 
the present tariff law. 

“Reciprocity must be treated as the 
handmaiden of protection. Our first duty 
is to see that the protection granted by 
the tariff in every case where it is need- 
ed is maintained, and that reciprocity be 
sought so far as it can safely be done 
without injury to our home industries. 
Just how far this is must be determined 
according to the individual case, remem- 
bering always that every application of 
our tariff policy to meet our shifting na- 
tional needs must be conditioned upon 
the cardinal fact that the duties must 
never be reduced below the point that will 
cover the difference between the labor 
cost here and abroad. The well-being of 
the wage-worker is a prime consideration 
of our entire policy of economic legisla- 
tion. 

“Subject te this proviso of the proper 
protectiog necessary to our industrial 
well-being at home, the principal of 
reciprocity must command our hearty 
support. The phenomenal growth of our 
export trade emphasizes the urgency of 
the need for wider markets and for a 
liberal policy in dealing with foreign na- 
tions. Whatever is merely petty and vex- 
atious in the way of trade restrictions 
should be avoided. The customers to 
whom we dispose of our surplus products 
in the long run, directly or indirectly, 
purchase those surplus products by giviug 
us something in return. Their ability to 
purchase our products should as far as 
possible be secured by so arranging our 
tariff as to enable us to take from them 
those products which we can use without 
harm to our own industries and labor, 
or the use of which will be of marked 
benefit to us. 

‘It is most important that we should 
maintain the high level of our present 
prosperity. We have now reached the point 
in the development of our interests where 
we are not only able to supply our own 
markets but to produce a_ constantly 
growing surplus for which we must find 
markets abroad. To secure these markets 
we can utilize existing duties in any 
case where they are no longer needed for 
the purpose of protection, or in any case 
where the article is not produced here 
and the duty is no longer necessary for 
revenue, as giving us something to af- 
fer in exchange for what we ask. The 
¢ordial relations with other nations which 
are so desirable will naturally be pro- 
moted by the course thus required by our 
own interests. , 

“The natural line of development for 
a policy of reciprocity will be in connec- 
tion with those of our productions which 
no longer require all of the support once 
meeded to establish them upon a sound 
basis, and with those others: where either 
because of natural or of economic causes 
we are beyond the reach of successful 
competition. 

“T ask the attention of the senate to 
the reciprocity treaties laid before it by 
my predecessor. 


MERCHANT MARINE: 1s condi- 


tion discreditable to us as a na- 
tion. Subsidy recommended for 
political and commercial benefit. 


“The condition of the American mer- 
chant marine is such as to eall:for im- 
mediate remedial action by the congress. 
It is discreditable to us as a nation that 
our merchant marine should be utterly 
insignificant in comparison to that of 
other nations which we overtop in other 
forms of business. We should not long 


}er submit to conditions under which only 


a trifling portion of our great com- 
merce is carried in our own ships. To 
remedy this state of things would not 
merely serve to build up our shipping 
interests, but it would also result in ben- 
efit to all who are interested in the per- 
manent establishment of a wider mar- 
ket for American products, and would 
provide an auxiliary force for the navy. 
Ships work for their own countries just 
as railroads work for their terminal 
points. Shipping lines, if established to 
the principal countries with which we 
have dealings, would be of political as 
well as commercial benefit. From every 
standpoint it is unwise for the United 
States to continue to rely upon the ships 
of competing nations for the distribution 
of our goods. It should be made ad- 
vantageous to carry American goods in 
American-built ships. 

“At present American shipping is under 
certain great disadvantages when put in 
competition with the shipping of foreign 
countries. Many of the fast foreign 
steamships, at a speed of fourteen knots 
or above, are subsidized; and all our 
ships, sailing vessels and steamers alike. 
cargo carriers of slow speed and mail 
carriers of high speed, have to meet the 
fact that the original cost of building 
American ships is greater than is the 
case abroad; that the wages paid Amerti- 
can officers and seamen are very much 
higher than those paid the officers and 
seamen of foreign competing countries; 
and that the stendard of living on our 
ships is far superior to the standard of 
living on the ships of our cofmmercial 
rivals. 

“Our government should take such ac- 
tion as ‘will remedy these inequalities. 
The American merchant marine should 
be restored to the ocean. 


MONEY: Gold standard splendid, 


and the national banking law | 


satisfactory, but a more elastic 


currency wanted. 


“The act of March 14, 1900, intended un- 
equivocally to establish gold as the stand- 
ard money and to maintain at a parity 
therewith all forms of money medium in 
use with us, has been shown to be timely 
and judicious. The price of oar govern- 
ment bonds in the world’s market, when 
compared with the price of similar obli- 
gations issued by other nations, is a flat- 
tering tribute to our public credit. This 
condition it is evidently desirable to 
maintain. 

“In many respects the national banking 
law furnishes sufficient liberty for the 
proper exercise of the banking function; 
but there seems to be need of better safe- 
guards against the deranging influence 
of commercial crises and financial panics,’ : 
Moreover, the currency of the country 
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mands of our domestic trade and com- 
merce. 

“The collections from duties on im- 
ports and internal taxes continue to ex- 
ceed the ordinary expenditures of the 
government, thanks mainly to the re- 
duced army expenditures. The utmost 
care should be taken not to reduce the 
revenues so that there will be any possi- 
bility of a deficit; but, after providing 
wgainst any such contingency, means 
should be adopted which will bring the 
revenues more nearly within the limit 
of our actual needs. In his report to the 
congress the secretary of the treasury 
considers all these questions at length, 
and I ask your attention to the report 
and recommendations. 

“T call special attention to the need of 
strict economy in expenditures. The fact 
that our national needs forbid us to be 
niggardly in providing whatever is actual- 
ly necessary to our well-being should 
make us doubly careful to husband our 
national resources as each of us 
husbands his private resources, by 
scrupulous avoidance of anything 
like wasteful or reckless expendi- 
ture. Only by avoidance of spend- 
ing money on what is needless or 
unjustifiable can we legitimately keep 
our income .to the point required to meet 
our needs that are genuine. 


RAILROADS: Amendment of the 


interstate commerce act recom- 
mended—Regulation but not de- 
struction is desired from congress. 


“In 1887 a measure was enacted for 
the regulation of interstate railways, 
ecmmonly -known as the interstate com- 
merce act. The cardinal provisions of 
that act were *that railway rates should 
be just and reasonable and that all ship- 
pers, localities and commodities should 
be accorded equal treatment. A commis- 
sion was created and endowed with what 
were supposed to be the necessary pow- 
ers to execute the provisions of this act. 

“That law was largely an experiment. 
Experience has shown the wisdom of its 
purposes, but has also shown possibly 
that some of its requirements are wrong, 
certainly that the means devised for the 
enforcement of its provisions are defect- 
ive. Those who complain of the manage- 
mént of the railways allege that estab- 
lished rates are not maintained; that re- 
bates and similar devices are habitually 
resorted to; that these preferences are 
usually in favor of the large shipper; 
that.they drive out of business the 
smaller competitor; that while many 
rates are too low, many others are ex- 
cessive, and that gross’ preferences ate 
made, affecting both localities: and com- 
modities. Upon the other hand, thé rail- 
Ways assert that the law by its very 
terms tends to produce many of these ille- 
gal practices -by depriving carriers’ of 
that right of concerted action which they 
claim is necessary to establish and main- 
tain non-discriminating rates. 

“The act should be amended, The rail- 
way is a public servant. Its rates should 
be just to and open to all shippers aliké. 
The government should see to it that 
within its jurisdiction this is so and 
should provide a speedy, inexpensive and 
effective remedy to that end. At the same 
time it must not be forgotten that our 
railways are the arteries through which 
the commercial lifeblood of this nation 
tiows. Nothing could be .more foolish 
than the enactment of legislation which 
would unnecessarily interfere with the 
development and operation of these com 
mercial agencies. The subject is one of 
great importance and calls for the earu- 
est attention of the congress. 


FARM AND FOREST: Practical 


aid given farmers. Protection of 
forests must be had. Prevention 
of arid land. 


“The department of agriculture ts now 
m touch with ail sections of our country 
and with two of the island groups that 
have lately come under our jurisdiction, 
whose people must look to agriculture as 
a livelihood. By scientific attention to 
soll survey and possible new crops, to 
breeding of new varieties of plants, to 
experimental shipments, to animal in- 
dustry and applied chemistry, very prac- 
tical aid has been given our farming and 
stock growing interests. The products of 
the farm have taken an unprecedented 
place in our export trade during the year 
that has just closed. 

“Public opinion throughout the United 
States has moved steadily toward a just 
appreciation of the value of forests, 
whether planted or of natural growth. 
The great part played by them in the 
creation and maintenance of the national 


| wealth is now more fully realized than 


ever before. 
“The wise administration of the forest 


reserves will be not less helpful to the 
interests which depend on water than to 
those which depend on wood and grass. 
The water supply itself depends upon the 
forest. In the arid region it is water, not 
land, which measures production. The 
western half of the United States would 
sustain a population greater than that of 
our whole country today if the waters 
that now run to waste were saved and 
used for irrigation. The forest and water 


problems are perhaps the most vital fn. 
ternal questions of the United States 

“Certain of the forest reserves shou 
algo be made preserves for the wild f . 
est creatures. All of the reserves es 
be better protected from fires. >a 
them need special protection beca gia 
the great injury done by live stock 
all by sheep.’”’ ‘ 

The president here refers to great in. 
crease of wild animals in Yellowstone 
park, where they are protected, and con. 
tinues: 

“At the same time the wa 
capacity of the surface has See 
creased or destroyed, thus promoti 
floods in times of rain and diminishing 
the flow of streams between rains 

‘The forests are natural reservoirs, By 
restraining the streams in flood and re. 
plenisiing them in drought they make 
possible the use of waters othe 
wasted. They prevent the soil from wash- 
ing, and so protect the storage reservoirs 
from filling up with silt. Forest cousery..

ARID LANDS: Beclamation of these 
tracts a great problem. Govern. 
ment must control to prevent pri- 
vate greed. : 


“The forests alone cannot, however 
fully regulate and conserve the waters 
of the arid region. Great storage works 
are necessary to equalize the flow of 
streams to save the flood waters. Their 
construction ‘has been conclusively shown 
to be an undertaking too vast for privaté 
efcrt. Nor can it be best accomplished 
by the individual states acrine alone 
Ior-reaching interstate problems ara in- 
volved; and the resfurces of single states 
would often be inadequate. Tt is prop- 
erly a national faction at least in some 
of its features. It is as right for the 
national government to make the stre’ms 
and rivers of the arid region useful by en- 
gineering works for water storage as to 
make useful.the rivers and harbors of the 
humid region by engineering works of an- 
other kind. The storing of the floods in 
reservoirs at the headwaters of our rivers 
is but an enlargement of our present pol- 
icy of river control, under which leves 
are built on the lower reaches of the 
same streams. 

“The government should construct and 
maintain these reservoirs as it does other 
public works. Where their purpose is to 
regulate the flow of streams, the water 


should be turned freely into the chan- 
Hels in the dry season to take the same 


course under the same laws as the natu- 
ral flow. 
“The reclamation of the unsettle4 art 


.public junds presents a different problem. 


Here it is not enough to regulate the flow 
of streams. The object of the govern- 
ment is to dispose of the fand to settlers 
who will build homes upon ft. To accom- 
plish this object water must be bronght 
within their reach. 

“There remain vast areas of public 
land which can be made available for 
homestead settlement, but only by reser- 
voirs and main-line canals imorsct.cable 
for priva‘e enterprise. T1es2 irrigition 
works shonld be built by the national gov- 
ernment. The lands reclaimed by them 
sfiould be reserved! by the government for 
actual settlers, and the cost of construc- 
tion should so far as posible be re 
paid by the land reclaimed. The policy 
of the national government should be to 
aid irrigation in the several ‘states and 
territories in such manner as will enable 
the people in the local ¢ommunities te 
help themselves, and as will stimulate 
needed reforms in the state laws and reg- 
ulations’ governing irrigation. ~ 

“The reclamation and settlement of the 
arid lands will enrich every portion of, our 
country, just as the settlement of thé 
Ohio and Mississippi valleys braught prot 
perity to the Atlantic states. Indeed, the 
preducts of irrigaticn will be consumed 
chiefly in upbuilding local centé?s of min- 
ing and other industries, which would 
otherwise not come into existence at all. 
Our people as a whole wil! profit, for suc- 
cessful home-making is but anothér nam 
for the upbuilding of the nation. 

“Whatever the nation does for the e%- 
tension of irrigation should harmonise 
with, and tend to improve, the condition 
of those now living on irrigated land. W# 
are not at-the starting point of this de 
velopment. Over two hundred mililons 
of private capital has already been ex- 
pended in th- construction of irrigation 
works, and many million acres of arid 
land reclaimed. <A high degree of entet- 
prise and ability has been shown in the 
work itself; but as much cannot be sald 
in reference to the laws relating thereto. 
The security and value of the homes 
created depend largely on the stability 
af titles to water; but the majority of 
these rest on the urcertain foundation of 
court decisions rendered in ordinary suits 
at law. With a few creditable exception, 
the arid states have failed to provide for 
the certain and just division of streams 
in time cf scarcity. Lax and uncertain 
laws have made it possible to establish 
rights to water in excess of actual use 
or necessities, and many streams have 
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ane 
already passed into private ownership, 
or a control equivalent to ownership. 
“Whoever controls a stream practically 
controls the land it renders productive, 
and the Goctrine of private ownership of 
water apart from land cannot ;-Tevail 
without causing endvring wrong. 2n the 
prid states the only right to water which 
should be recognized is that of use. In 
irrigation this right should attach to the 
land reclaimed and be Inseparable there 
from Granting perpetual water rights 
to others without compensa- 
tion to the is open to all the ob- 
jections which apply to giving away per- 
chises to the public utilities of 
cities. A few of the western states have 
already recognized this, and have in- 
corporated in their constitutions the doc- 
of perpetual state ownership of

be accomp! Laws so vitally affect- 
jng homes as those which control the wa- 
ter supply will only be effective when 
they have the sanction of the irrigators; 
reforms can only be final and satisfac- 
tory when they come through the enlight- 
enment of the people most.ccncerned, We 
are dealing with a new and momentous 
question, in the pregnant vears while in- 
stitutions are forming, and what we do 
wil] affect not only the present but fu- 
ture generations. 

“Our aim should be not simply to re- 
claim the largest area of land and provide 
hones for the largest number of people, 
but to create for this new industry the 
best possible social and industrial condi- 
tions. A careful study should be made, 
both by the nation and the states, of the

“Porto Rico is thriving as never before, 
and it is being administered efficient- 
lv and honestly. Its peopte are now 
enjoying liberty and order under the 
protection of the United States, and 
upon this fact we congratulate them 
and ourselves. Their material welfare 
must be as carefully and jealously con- 
sidered as the welfare of any other por- 
tion of our country. We have given 
them the great gift of free access for 
their products to the markets of the Un- 
ited States. I ask the attention of the con- 
gress to the need of legislation concern- 
ing the public lands of Porto Rico.

“Elsewhere IT have discussed the ues- 
tion of reciprocity. In the case of Cuba, 
however, there are weighy reasons of 
morality and of national interest why 
the policy should be held to have a pe- 
culiar application, and I most earnestly 
ask your attention to the wisdom, in- 
deed, to the vital need, of providing for 
a substantial reduction in the tariff du- 
ties on uban imports into the United 
States. Cuba has, in her constitution, 
affirmed what we desired, that she 
should stand, in international matters, 
in closer and more friendly relations 
with us than with any other power; 
and we are bound by every consideration 
of honor and expediency to pass com- 
mercial measures in the interest of her 
material well-being. 


PHILIPPINES: To leave the 


islands now would be a crime 
against humanity. Self-govern- 
ment allowed. Cable needed. 


“In the Philippines our problem is 
larger. They are very rich tropical is- 
lands, inhabited by many varying tribes, 
representing widely different stages of 
progress toward civilization. Our ear- 
nest effort is to help these people upward 
along the stony and difficult path that 
leads to self-government. 

“In dealing with the Philippine people 
Wwe must shdw both patience and 
Strength, forbearance and steadfast res- 
olution. Our aim is high. We do not 
desire to do for the islanders merely 
what has elsewhere been done for tropic 
peoples by even the best foreign govern- 
ments. We hope to do for them what 
has never before been done for any peo- 
ple of the tropics—to make them fit for 
self-government after the fashion of the 
really free nations. 

“History may safely be challenged to 
show a single instance in which a mas- 
terful race such as ours, having been 
forced by the exigencies of war to take 
possession of an alien land, has behaved 
to its inhabitants with the disinterested 
zeal for their progress that our people 
have shown in the Philippines. To leave 
the islands at this time would mean that 
they would fall into a welter of murder- 
OuS anarchy. Such desertion of duty on 
our part would be a crime against hu- 
Manity. 


“In our anxiety

meént. It is on this side that our error, 
if any, has been committed. No compe- 
tent observer, Sincerely desireus of find- 
ing out the facts and inflwenced only by 
a desire for the welfare of the natives, 
can assert that we have not gone far 
enough. We have gone to the very verge 
Of safety in hast¢ ning the process.

“THE ONLY FEAR IS LEST IN OUR 
OVERANXIETY WE GIVE THEM A 
DEGREE OF INDEPENDENCE FOR 
WHICH THEY ARE UNFIT, THERE- 
BY INVITING REACTION AND DIS- 
ASTER. In other words, there is not 
the slightest chance of our failing to 
Show a sufficiently humanitarian spirit, 
The danger comes in the opposite direc- 
tion 

“There are stil] troubles ahead in the 
islands. The insurrection has become 
an affair of local banditti and marauders, 
who deserve no higher regard than the 
brigands of portions of the Old World. 
Pncouragement, direct or indirect, to 
these insurrectos stands on the same 
footing as encouragement to hostile In- 
dians in the days when we still had In- 
dian wars. Exactly as our aim is to 
give to the Indian who remains peaceful 
the fullest and amplest consideratior.. put 
to have it understood that we will show 
no weakness if he goes on the warpath, 
SO we must ‘make it evident, unless we are 
false t~ our own traditions and to the 
demands of civilization and humanity, 
that while we will do everything in our 
power for the Filipino who is peaceful. 
we will take the sternest measures with 
the Filipino who follows the path of the 
insurrecto and the ladrone. 

“The heartiest praise is due to large 
numbers of the natives of the islands for 
their steadfast loyalty. The Macabebes 


| nave been conspicuous for their courage 


and devotion to the flag. I recommend 
that the secretary of war be empowered 
to take some systematic action in the 
way of aiding those of these men who 
are crippled in the service and the fami- 
lies of those who are killed. 

“The time has come when there should 
be additional legislation for the Philip- 
pines, Nothing better can be done for 
the islands than to intrcduce industrial 
enterprises. Nothing would benefit them 
so much as throwing them open to ‘ndus- 
trial development. The connection be- 
tween idleness and mischief is proverbi- 
al, and the opportunity to do remuneéra- 
tive work is one of the surest preven- 
tives of war. Of course no business 
man will go into the Philippines unless 
it is to his interests to do so, and it is 
immensely to the interest of the islands 
that he should go in. It is therefore 
necessary that the congress should pass 
laws by whyh the resources of the 
islands can be Ceveloped: so that fran- 
chises (for limited terms of years) can 
be granted to companies doing business 
in them, and every encouragement be 
given to the incoming of business men of 
every kind. 

“Not to permit this is to do a wrong to 
the Philippines. The franchises must 
be granted and the business permitted 
only under regulations which will guaran- 
tee the islands against any kird of im- 
proper exploitation. But the vast nat- 
ural wealth of the islands must be de- 
veloped, and the capital willing to develop 
it must be given the opportunity. The 
field must be thrown open to individual 
enterprise, which has been the real fac- 
tor in. the development of every region 
over which our flag has flown. It is ur- 
gently necessary to enact suitable laws 
dealing with general transportation, min- 
ing, banking, currency, homesteads, and 
the use art! ownership of the lands and 
timber. These laws will give free play 
to irtlustrial enterprise; and the com- 
mercial development which will surely 
follow will afford to the people of the 
islands the best proofs of the sincerity of 
our desire to ald them. 

“I call your attention most earnestly to 
the crying need of a cable to Hawaii and 
the Philippines, to be continued from 
the Philippines to points in Asia. We 
shoule not defer a day longer than nec- 
€ssary the construction of such a cable. 
It is demanded not merely for commercia! 
but for political-and military considera- 
tions. 

“Either the congress should immediate- 
ly provide for the construction of a gov- 
ernment cable, or else an arrangement 
should be made by which like advantages 
to those accruing from a government ca- 
ble may be secured to the government by 
contract with a private cable company. 


ISTHMIAN CANAL: Its impor- 


tance indisputable. and it should 
be. built at once. New treaty 
makes it possible. 


“No single great material work which 
remains to be undertaken on this con- 
tinent is of such consequence to the 
American people as the building of a 
canal across the isthmus connecting 
North and South America. Its impor- 
tance to the nation is by no means INm- 
ited merely to its material effects upon 
our business prosperity; and yet, with 
view to these effects alone, it would be to 
the last degree important for us imme- 
diately to begin it. While its beneficial 
effects would perhaps be most marked 
upon the Pacific coast and the gulf and 
south Atlantic states, it would also great- 
ly benefit other sections. It is emphat- 


,ically a work which it is for the interest 


‘of the entire country to begin and com- 


plete as soon as possible; it Is one of 
those great works which only a great na- 
tion can undertake with prospects of suc- 


. cess, and which when done are not only 
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permanent assets in the nation's material 
interests, but standing monuments to its 
constructive ability. 

“IT am glad to be able to announce to 
vou that our negotiations on this subject 
with Great Britain, conducted on both 
sides in a spirit of friendliness and mu- 
tual good will and respect, have resulted 
in my being able to lay before the senate 
a treaty which, if ratified, will enable 
us to begin preparations for an isthmian 
canal at any time, and which guarantees 
to this nation every right that it has ever 
asked in connection with the canal. In 
this treaty the old Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, so long recognized as inadequate 
to supply the base for the construction 
and maintenance of a necessarily Amer- 
ican ship canal, is abrogated. It spe- 
cifically provides that the United States 
alone shall do the work of building and 
assume the responsibility of safeguarding 
the canal and shall regulate its neutral 
use by all nations on terms of equality 
without the guaranty or interference of 
any outside nation from any quarter. The 
signed treaty will at once be laid before 
the senate, and if approved the congress 
can then proceed to give effect to the ad- 
vantages it secures us by providing for 
the building of the canal. 


MONROE DOCTRINE: Purely a 


measure to prevent foreign acqui- 
sition of American territory. Not 
to protect from punishment. 


“The true end of every great and free 
people should be self-respecting peace; 
and this nation most earnestly desires 
sincere and cordial friendship with all 
others. Over the entire world, of recent 
years, wars between the great civilized 
powers have become less and less fre- 
quent. “Wars with barbarous or semi- 
barbanous peoples come in an entirely 
different category, being merely a most 
regrettable but necessary international 
police ditty’ which: must be performed for 
the sal

Peace can only be kept. with certainty | branches, the line and the marines. The 


where both sides wish to keep it; but 
more and more the civilized peoples are 
realizing the wicked folly of war and 
are attaining that condition of just and 
intelligent regard for the rights of others 
which will in the end, as we hope and 
believe, make world-wide peace possible. 
The peace conference at The Hague gave 
definite expression to this hope and be- 
Nef and marked a stride toward their at- 
tainment. 

“This same peace conference acquiesced 
in our statement of the Monroe doctrine 
as compatible with the purposes and aims 
of the conference. 

“The Monroe doctrine should be the 
cardinal feature of the foreign policy of 
all the nations of the two Americas, as 
it is of the United States. Just seventy- 
eight years have passed since President 
Monroe in his annual message an- 
nounced that ‘the American continents 
are henceforth not to be considered as 
subjects for future colonization by any 
European power.’ In other words, the 
Monroe doctrine is a declaration that 
there must be no territorial aggrandize- 
ment by any non-American power at the 
expense of any American power on 
American soil. It is in no wise intended 
as hostile to any nation in the old world. 
Still less is it intended to give cover to 
any aggression by one new world power 
at the expense of any other. It is simply 
a step, and a long step, toward assuring 
the universal peace of the world by se- 
curing the possibility of permanent peace 
on this hemisphere. 

“During the past century. other in- 
fluences have established the permanence 
and independence of the smaller states 
of Europe. Through the Monroe doctrine 
we hope to be able to safeguard like in- 
dependence and secure like permanence 
for the lesser among the new world na- 
tions. | 

“This doctrine has nothing to do with 
the commercial relations of any Ameri- 
can power, save that it in truth allows 
each of them to form such as it desi§es 
In other words, it is really a guaranty of 
the commercial independence of = the 
Americas. We do not guarantee any 
State against punishment if it miscon- 
ducts itself, provided that punishment 
does not take the form of the acquisition 
of territory by any non-American power. 

“Our attitude in Cuba is a sufficient 
guaranty of our own good faith. We have 
not the slightest desire to secure any 
territory at the expense of any of our 
neighbors. We do not wish to see any 
old world military power grow up on this 
continent, or to be compelled to become 
a military power ourselves. The people 
of the Americas can prosper best if left 
to work out their own salvation in their 
own way.

“The work of upbuilding the navy must 
be steadily continued. Even if our flag 
were hauled down in the Philippines and 
Porto Rico, even if we decided not to 
bulld the isthmian canal, we should need 
a thoroughly trained navy of adequate 
size.

“In view of the fact that the building 
of the isthmian canal is fast becoming 
one of the matters which the whole peo- 
ple are united in demanding, it is impera- 
tive that our navy should be put and 
kept in the highest state of rs comet 
The cost of building and maintain cs 
such a navy represents the very lightes 
premium for insuring peace which this 

ation can possibly pay. 

Ya an other great nation in the 
world is so anxious for peace as we are. 
There is not a single civilized power 
which has anything whatever to fear siebehow 
aggressiveness on our part. All a a 
is peace; and toward this end we 7 s on

Monroe doctrine and to insist upon it as 
the one sure means of securing the peace 
of the western hemisphere. The navy 
offers us the only means of making our 
insistence upon the Monroe doctrine any- 
thing but a subject of derision to what- 
ever nation chooses to disregard it. We 
desire the peace which comes as of 
right to the just man armed, not the 
peace granted on terms of ignominy to 
the craven and the weakling.’ : 

President Roosevelt here points out 
that a navy cannot be built after war 
breaks out, but that staunch ships and 
trained men should be ever ready, He 
then traces the growth of the present 
navy from 1882, when it was a collection 
of antiquated hulks. Referring to those 
who should wear honors for recent na- 
val victories, the president asserts that 
the congressmen who voted the appropri- 
ations and the officers who trained 
their men when no war Was in sight are 
entitled to equal credit. Here the pres- 
ident turns loose from the shoulder, 
warming, as he proceeds: 

“It is unsafe and unwise not to pro- 
vide this year for several additional 
battleships and heavy armored cruisers, 
with auxiliary and lighter craft in pro- 
portion; for the exact numbers and char- 
acter I refer you to the report of the 
secretary of the navy. But there is 
something we neéd even more than addi- 
tional ships, and this is additional officers 
and men. To provide battleships and 
cruisers and then lay them up, with the 
expectation of leaving them unmanned 
until they are needed in actual war, 
would be worse than folly; it would be 
a crime against the nation.

tic?, would be to invite not merely dis- 
aster. but the bitterest shame and hu- 
miliation. Four thousand additional sea- 
men and 1,000 additional marines should 
be provided; and an Increase in the of- 
ficers should be provided by making a 
large addition to the classes at Annapo- 
lis. There is one small matter which 
should be mentioned in connection with 
Annapolis. The pretentious and unmean- 
ing title of ‘naval cadet’ should be abol- 
ished: the title of ‘midshipman,’ full of 
historic association, should be restored, 
‘Every detail ashore which can be 
performed by a civillan should be so per- 
formed, the officer being kept for his 
special duty in the sea service. Above 
all, gunnery practice should be unceasing. 
It is important to have our navy of ade- 
quate gize, but it 1s even_more important 
that ship for ship it s ual in ef- 
ficiency any navy in the world. This is 
possible only with highly drilled crews 
and officers, and this in turn imperatively 
demands continucus and progressive in- 
struction in target practice, ship handling, 
squadron tactics, and gera! discipline. 
‘We now hyve seventeen battleships ap- 
propriated for, of which nine are com- 
pleted and have been commissioned for 
actual service. The remaining eight will 
be ready in from two to four years, but it 
will take at least that time to recruit 
and train the men to fight them. It is 
of vast concern that we have trained 
crews ready for the vessels by the time 
they are commissiored.”’ 
President Roosevelt suggests that lead- 
ing graduates of the naval academy 
ould’ be assigned to the combatant

| general board, he states, is fostering the 


creation of a general staff, thereby pro- 
viding for official and general recogni- 
tion of the true meaning of a great war 
fleet—the best men and the best ships. 

The president praises the naval militia 
forces and says: 

“But in addition we should at once 
provide for a national naval reserve, or- 
ganized and trained under the direction 
of the navy department, and subject to 
the call of the chief executive whenever 
war becomes imminent. It should be 
composed of graduates of the Naval 
academy, graduates of the naval militia, 
officers and creWs of coast line steamers,

“The American people must either build 
and maintain an adequate navy or else 
make up their minds definitely to accept 
a secondary position in international af- 
fairs, not merely in political, but in com- 
mercial matters. It has been well said 
that there is no surer way of courting 
national disaster than to be ‘opulent, 
aggressive and unarmed.’ 


THE ARMY: 1 is large enough. 


Create a general staff; keep out 
dry rot; stop politics; drill. 


‘Tr Is not necessary -to increase our 
army beyond its present size at this time. 
But it is necessary to keep it at the 
highest point of efficiency. At present 
the fighting must be done in extended or- 
der, which means that each man ust 
act for himself and at the same time act 
in combination with others. Nowadays 
the most valuable fighting man and the 
most difficult to perfect is the rifleman 
who is also’a skillful and daring rider.’’ 

The proportion of cavalry regiments 
has wisely been increased, says the presi- 
dent, and adds that he is the best type 
of soldier for general purposes to be 
found in the world. 

‘“‘A general staff should be created. As 
for the present staff and supply depart- 
ments, they should be filled by details 
from the line, the men so detailed re- 
turning after a while to their line du- 
ties. It ts very undesirable to have the 
senior grades of the army composed of 
men who have come to fill the positions 
by the mere fact of seniority. A system 
should be adopted by which there shall 
be-an elimination grade by grade of those 
who seem unfit to render the best ser- 
vice in the next grade. Justice to the vet- 
erans of the civil war who are still in the 
army would seem to require that in the 
matter of retirements they be given by 
law the same privilege accorded to their 
comrad2s in the navy. 

“Pressure for the promotion civil 
officials for political reasons bad 
enough, but it is tenfold worse where ap- 
plied on behalf of officers of the army or 
navy. Every promotion and every detail 
under the war department must be made 
solely with regard to the good of the ser- 
vice and to the capacity and merit of the 
man himself. No pressure, political, so- 
cial or personal, of any kind, will be per- 
mitted to exefcise the least effect in any 
question of promotion or detail, and if 
there is reason to believe that such pres- 
sure is exereised at the instigation of 
the officer concerned, it will be held to 
militate against him. 

“Every effort:should be made fo bring 
the army to a constanly increasing stave 
of efticiency. .~he paper work in the 
army, as in the navy, should be greatly 
reduced. 

“CONSTANT 
TO PREVENT DRY ROT 
TRANSPORTATION AND 
SARY DEPARTMENTS. 

“The congress should provide mears 
whereby it wil be possibie to have field 
exercises by at least a division of regu- 
lers, and if possible also a division of 
national guardsmen, once a year. It is 
well worth while for the congress to con- 
sider whether the pay of enlisted men 
upon second and subsequent enlistments 
should not be increased to. correspond 
with the increased value of the veteran 
soldier.”’ 

President Roosevelt touches on the 
work of the reorganization act and then 
strikes a little fire from higher mathe- 
matics, saying: 

“At West Point the education shouid 
be of the Kind most apt to turn out men 
who are good in actual field service; too 
much stress should not be laid on matn>- 
matics, nor should proficiency therein be 
held to establish the right of entry to a 
corps delite. The typical American offi- 
eer of the best Kind need not be a good 
mathematician; but he must be able to 
master himself, to control others, and to 
show, boldness and fertility of resource in 
every emergency. 

“Action should be taken in reference 
to the militia and to the raising of vol- 
unteer forces. Our militia law is ob- 
solete and worthless. ‘Lhe organization 
and armament..of the national guard of 
the several States, which are treated us 
militia in the appropriations by the con- 
gress, should be made identical with 
those - proviced for the regular forces. 
The obligaticns and duties of the guard 
in time of war shoufd be carefully de- 
fined, end a system established by law 
under which the method of procedure of 
raising volunteer forces should be pre- 
Bcribed in advance.’’ 

The message then alludes to the civil 
war, the heroic struggle between mem- 
bers of the same family, and states: 

“No other citizens deserve so well of 
the republic as the veterans, the survi- 
vorg of those who saved the union. 

“In any serious crisis the United States 
must rely for the great mass of its fizht- 
ing men upon the yolunteer  soldiery, 
who do not make a permanent profes- 
sion of the military career; arat when- 
ever such a crisis arises the deathless 
memories of the civil war will give to 
Americans the lift of lifty pufpose which 
comes to those whose fathers have 
stood valiently in the forefront of bat- 
tle.’’ 


APPOINTMENTS: The system of

“In my judgment the time has arrived 
when we should definitely make up our 
minds to recognize the Indian as an indi- 
vidual and not as a member of a tribe. 
The general allotment act is a mighty 
pulverizing engine to break up the tribal 
mass. We should now break up the 
tribal funds, doing for them what allot- 
ment does for the tribal lands; that is. 
they should be divided into individual 
holdings. <A stop should be put upon 
the indiscriminate permission to. Indians 
to lease their allotments. The effort 
should be steadily to make the Indian 
work lke any other man on his own 
ground. The marriage laws of the In- 
dians should be made the same as those 
of the whites. ' 

‘‘In the schools the education should be 
elementary and largely industrial. The 
need of higher education among the In- 
dians is very, very limited. The ration 
system promotes beggary, perpetuates 
pauperism and stifles industry. It is an 
effectual barrier to progress. 


EXPOSITIONS: That at St. Louis

“I bespeak the most cordial gupport 
from the congress and the people for the 
St. Louis exposition to commemorate the 
one hundredth anniversary of the Louis- 
liana purchase. This purchase was the 
greatest instance of expansion in our his- 
tory. It definitely decided that we were 
to become a great continental republic, by 
far the foremost power in the western 
hemisphere. It is one of three or four 
great landmarks in our history—the great 
turning points in our development. It is 
eminently fitting that all our people 
Should join with heartiest good will in 
commemorating it, and the citizens of St. 
Louis, of Missouri, of all the adjacent 
region are entitled to every aid in mak- 
ing the celebration a noteworthy event 
in our annals. We earnestly hope that 
foreign nations will appreciate the deep 
interest our country takes in this exposi- 
“ion, and our view of its importance from 
every standpoint, and that they will par- 
ticipate in securing its success. The na- 
tional government should be represented 
by a full and complete set of exhibits. 

“The people of Charleston, with great 
energy and civic spirit, are carrying on 
an exposition which will continue 
throughout most of the present session 
of the congress. [ heartily commend 
this exposition to the good-will of the 
people. It deserves all the encourage- 
ment that can be given it. The mana- 
gers of the Charleston exposition have 
requested the cabinet officers to place 
thereat the government exhibits. which 
have been at Buffalo, promising to pay 
the necessary expenses. I have taken 


} the responsibility of directing that this 


be done, for I fee} that it is due to 
Charleston to help her in her praise- 
worthy effort. [In my opinion the man- 
agement should not be required to pay all 
these expenses. IT earnestly recommend 
that the- congress appropriate at once 
the small sum necessary for this pur- 
pose,

An Historic Parallel. 

The country stands at the threshold 
of an epoch-making event in its polit- 
ieo-economic history. The last speech 
of. President McKinley, at Buffalo, 
came at a psychologic moment. It 
rang through the union like a clear 
bugle call to an imminent and impera- 
tive national duty. Standing in the 
center of a climacteric environment, 
surrounded on every side by the wit- 
nesses of the prosperity-producing pol- 
icy of which he himself was the ac- 
cepted apostle, Mr. McKinley looked 
out upon the future-and prophesied 
as a seer that the times of prohibi- 
tive protection, of indirect bounties to 
giant, world-grasping industries were 
past. 

This bold pronouncement from their 
political chieftain struck dumb the 
Brahmins of the party of hard and fast 
protection. They knew he had re- 
vised in a radical direction his views 
of our international trade relations. 
They realized that he was at the be- 

é 


that Sinbad uncorked by the seashore, 
have usurped the coigns and corridors 
of the national capitol and callenge 
all who come that way. They mean to 
fisht to the death every endeavor to 
unloose their grasp or deny their 
greed. 

In 1865 a similar crisis came to the 
nation and its administrators. Lin- 
coln, looking ahead to the problems 
presented by a surrendered. south, 
had formed a policy by which he 
would restore the union speedily, con. 
stitutionally and harmoniously. His 
popularity with the people of the 
north, his preeminence over the mere 
politicians, his honesty and great pa- 
triotism were adequate to awe opposi- 
tion and command acquiesence. Had 
he lived, history had had another tale 
to tell than the grewsome, scandalous 
chapters of hate and crime that now 
cover the period of southern recon- 
struction. 

Andrew Johnson succeeded the as- 
sassinated Lincoln and the temper and 
trend of the times went swiftly awry. 
Johnson lacked the confidence of the 
northern masses. the politicians did 
not fear him, and his native stubborn. 
ness invited conflict instead of confer- 
ence and compromise. The result is 
historic. Congress rioted over the 
constitution, degraded the southern 
states into spoilsmen’s territories, sup- 
planted laws bv bavonets, and surfeit- 
ed the nation with its corruptions and 
its crimes. It would have none of the 
policv of the masterful Lincoln from 
the hands of ,the mistrusted Johnson. 

Today we face a like condition of af- 
fairs as to our tariff policv. The nro- 
gramme of the late President McKin. 
ley is known, and President Roosevelt 
stands pledged to carry out that policy 
to the highest advantage of the na- 
tional prosnerity. McKinlev could 
have carried out his own policy with 
but slight friction and with an almost 
solid countrv behind him. President 
Roosevelt finds before him a solid. 
angry and rapacious phalanx of his 
partv leaders opposing the policy be- 
aueathed to him with all the enormous 
forces within their ‘control. 

Upon the integrity, the courage, the 
popular reliance and the nolitical skill 
of President Roosevelt the issnes of 
the coming conflict will turn, and we 
fear that his message contains symp- 
toms of surrender on the all-important 
question of reciprocity. 


Is Helen Wilmans-Post a Fraud? 

Especial interest in Atlanta attaches 
to the trial of a case set for this week 
in Jacksonville, Fla.—that of Mrs. 
Helen Wilmans-Post, the high priest- 
ess of mental science. 

Mrs. Post and her husband lived in 
this city several years ago. It is. said 
they have made a/million dollars out 
of mental science, which is declared 
to be a cure for all the ills to which 
flesh is heir, including poverty. It has 
cured Mrs. Post of that malady, no 
matter what it has done for others. 

In a book on “The Conquest of 
Death” the high priestess declares her 
powers are superior to the Grim De- 
stroyer and that thousands who have 
“thought connection” with her. and 
have the requisite amount of faith, can 
live forever. She has not yet claimed 
to be the fountain of perpetual youth 
for which Ponce de Leon sought in the 
Land of Flowers, but it amounts to 
nearly the same thing. 

Mrs. Post is supposed to be a men- 
tal health battery, with a wireless sys- 
tem extending to all parts of the coun- 
try, curing those who divest their 
minds of all cares: and center théir 


thoughts on’ her. Central was never |

lege that at the time Mrs. Post had 
agreed to give a Cincinnati man treat- 
ment she was away on a fishing trip. 
The charges were from three to five 
dollars a week, and from five to ten

The postoffice authorities several 
weeks ago issued a “fraud order,” stop 
ping all mail addressed to “Helen Wil- 
mans,” and she and her husband and 
their son in law, Charles F. Burgman.

She will be defended by T. A. Left- 
wich, of Jacksonville: Congressman 
Davis, of Palatka, and other prominent 
attorneys. 

The vast sums made by Mrs. Post 
have been invested in a town called 
Seabreeze. 110 miles south of Jack- 
sonville. It is on a peninsula between 
the Atlantic ocean and the Halifax riv- 
er and is a veritable garden of tropical 
loveliness. . 

Colonel Post says his wife’s arrest 
is a result of persecution, and that the 
doctrine of “suggestive therapeutics” 
is generally accepted as a new science 
and is really “pure mental science.” 
Whatever it is, there are enough be- 
lievers to make the Posts very rich. 
Whether these people thought they 
were sick when they were well. or 
thought they were cured when they 
were still sick, can’t be determined, 
and possibly it doesn’t make any dif- 
ference anyway.

DEATH SENTENCES AFFIRMED 


Supreme Court Declines To’Intervene 
in Cases Brought Before It, Two © 
for Killing, One for Crimi- 
nal Assault—Peniten- 
tiary Board Meets. 


Jackson, Miss., December 3.—(Special.)— 
At its sitting yesterday evening the su- 
preme court of Mississippi affirmed 
preme court of Mississippi affirmed three- 
death sentence cases, two ebing for mur- 
der and one for criminal assault. The 
21st day of January was fixed as the date 
on which the lega?t hangings will take 
place. One life imprisonment case was 
also affirmed. 

Albert Lewis, a negro, was convicted 
in the circuit court of Harrison county 
for the murder of City Marshal Richard- 
son, of Gulfport. The fatal shot was 
fired by one of the two sons of Lewis, who 
participated in the tragedy, and the 
evidence clearly showed that there had 
been a conspiracy for the murder. 

Tom Pollett was convicted in the cir- 
cuit court of Yazoo county for the mur- 
der of James Taylor, committed on the 
19th day of last March. The crime was 
committed during a quarrel] over a boat. 

Victor Johnson was convicted in the 
Harrison county circuit court of commit- 
ting a criminal assault on his little 10- 
year-old stepdaughter. 

In the case of Morris Huff v. the state, 
convicted of murder in Harrison county, 
and given a life sentence, the court held 
that the work of the bloodhounds In tak- 
ing a trail from the scene of a crime and 
following it direct to the person suspecte@ 
of the crime, forms a good circumstance 
for conviction, if coupled with other cor- 
roborative circumstances. 

Over a dozen murder cases gre still 
pending on-the supreme court docket, and 
in commenting on the three affirmations 
yesterday Chief Justice Whitfield re- 
marked from the bench that the time has 
arrived when murder must cease in Mis- 
sissippi if the courts of the state have 
power to bring it about. 

Penitentiary Board Meets. 

The penitentiary board of control met 
today and employed sixteen sergeants who 
will have charge of the farm work on the 
places leased and owned by the state. 

The report of the secretary for the 
month of November makes a rather un- 
usual showing. - There was not a single 
escape during the month, and only one 
death occurred. The t5%tal prison popu- 
lation is 1,045,. and it is doubtful if there 
is a town of the same population in Mis- 
sissippi that can show a better health 
record. Forty-three new prisoners were 
brought in during the month, the num- 
ber being somewhat larger than ugual, 
and evidences the fact that the circuit 
courts are being kept busy with criminal 
cases,

COMMITTEE REPORTED 
BILL FAVORABLY AGAIN 


Hearing Was Followed by Debate on 
Floor of Senate, Led by Sena- 
tor Howell for the Bill 
and Senator Ellis 
Against It. 


Upon motion of Senator Howell. after 
a discussion lasting almost the entire ses- 
sion, the bill providing for an amendment 
to the eity charter of Atlanta so as to 
give the city the right to levy an in- 
creased occupation tax upon public utili- 
ties oceupying the streets of the city, 
was tabled by the senate, the bill not hav- 
ing received enough votes to pass it, and 
this course being adopted to withhold the 
yote, which would have been fatal to the 


bill. 

The argument on the bill was first tak- 
en up before the special judiciary commit- 
tee of the senate at 9 o'clock yesterday 
rnorning, and lasted until 10:30, the senate 
having taken half an hour recess for the 
giving the committee time 
to get through. Arguments were made by 
members of the city government, and by 
representatives of the street car interests, 
and at 10:30 o’clock the committee ad- 
journed to report to the senate. 

Through’ Chairman Stone the committee 
made a report to the effect that the com- 
mittee had no further report to make on 
the matter, and that the former favorable 
report‘ should stand. 

The debate for and against the measure 
then began in the senate, and at its con- 
clusion Senator Howell called for the ayes 
and nays. 

The vote for the substitute was as fol- 
lows:

Senator Howell. before the vote was an- 
nounced. called attention to the fact that 
many senators were absent from. the 
chamber. He thought the bill should be 
acted on by a full senate, and he moved 
that it be tabled. This was agreed to. 

Debate in the Senate. 

Senator Ellis, of the Twenty-second, in 
opening against the measure, said he op- 
posed any bill intended to put a tax upon 
cerporations otherwise than ad vaiorem. 

‘“Tias it come to pass that out of cities 
anarchy {is to rear its cruel head?’ Mr. 
Ellis asked. He declared no such meas- 
ure had ever emanated from any country 
county in the state. Mr. Ellis conténded 
that the bill was not wholly a local one, 
but would afféct other than loca! inter- 
ests. He declared it would Keep foreign 
capital out of the state. He declared it 
dangerous to give any city the right of 
unlimited taxation, 

Senator Howell, in defending the sub- 
stitute, said he had opposed the original 
measure that came from the house be- 
cause it went further than ever was _{n- 
tended in the Garrett-Pierce resolution

“That resolution, in accordance with the- 


exact terms of which this bill has now 
been drawn, was passed on the 15th day 
of last July.”’ Mr. Howell said, “in the 
midst of a heated political campaign, by 
a unanimous vote of the city council.” 

The resolution was then read by the 
secretary of the senate. This resolution 
Mr. Howell said had been agreed to by 
the very parties who were now opposing 
the measure drawn under it. 

Mr. Ellis asked whether Mr. Howell re- 
ferred to the telegraph and telephone 
companies, too, as agreeing to the meas- 
ure. 

“They knew the resolution was under 
consideration,’ Mr. Howell replied, ‘‘yet 
no word of opposition Was raised against 
a? 

In reply to the charge that the pill was 
drastic and would drive away foreign 
capital, Mr. Howell said, it had not done 
so in the case of Savannah, which has 
the same identical provision in its char- 
ter. Savannah, he asserted. was one of 
the first and most progressive cities in 
the state. / 

Purely a Local Measure. 

The bill was distinctly a local one, he 
said. The matter had been fully gone 
over by the city council. He had exert- 
ed every possible influence to get for the 
people all the rights to which they are 
entitled. 

Mr. Howell said assurance had been 
given to the people of Atlanta that action 
looking to legislation of this kind would 
be taken. It was pledged by the attor- 
neys representing these corporations, and 
by the officials of the corporations them- 
selves. 

“Doesn't the gentleman know that 
there is a committee now working night 
and day trying to get a percentage for 
the city?’ Mr. Ellis asked. 

“There is a proposition now, vending 
between these companies and the city 
council,’ Mr. Howell said, “by which 
the city seeks to secure payment for 
the use of its streets. But unless this 
measure is passed that proposition won't 
be worth the paper it is written on.’’ 

The desire was, Mr. Howell said, to put 
the people of the city on the same basis 
as those with whom they are trading. 
There was another colloquy between Mr. 
Ellis and Mr. Howell on the subject of 
what corporations were included in the 


- 
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bill. Mr. Howell asserted that it applied 
only to such public utility corporations 
as use the city’s streets. 

“We only ask that which was prom- 
ised us in good faith,’’ Mr. Howell said. 
“We ask you to ratify that which was 
promised the people of Atlanta.”’ 

Mr. Ellis here asserted that a majority 
of city council wanted this matter held 
up. On the contrary, Mr. Howell said, 
the Garrett-Pierce resolution was passed 
by a unanimous vote of the city council, 
and the records will so show, .-and this 
substitute tracks that.

Supreme 
court decisions prevent the levying of a 
prohibitory tax on anyone. He contend- 
ed the people had the right to do as 
they please with reference to the cor- 
porations. 7 

“When you talk of a limit,’ he said, 
“‘who is to fix that limit; the corpora- 
tions who are affected by it, or the city 
council who represent the people?’’ 

Mr. Howell at this point secured unan- 
imous consent to amend the bill by in- 
serting the words ‘‘reasonable and just’’ 
in the proposed new clause just before 
the word ‘‘fees.’”’ This amendment of- 
fered at the suggestion of Senator Grant- 
land made the proposed amendment to 
the citv charter read as follows: 

‘‘Provided, however, that neither the limi- 
tation of $200 nor that of $50 upon licenses 
or occpuation taxes as found in preceding sen- 
tences shall apply to persons or corporations 
Owning or operating public utilities, such as 
street railway companies, electric light com- 
panies, gas companies, telephone companies, 
telegraph companies and similar companies 
which occupy or use in part the streets or 
public places or any portions thereof in said 
city, but as to such persons or corporations 
the mayor and general council of said city 
shall have the right and power to fix and col- 
lect such just and reasonable fees, charges or 
tax therefrom as they may deem expedient for 
the Safety, benefit, convenience and advantage 
of said ecity.’’ 

Concluding Arguments. 

Senator Grantland said with that 
amendment he would support the Dill. 
If there was any effort to impose a tax 
that was not just and reasonable, the 
courts, he said, could prevent it. 

Senator Ellis claimed that these words 
did not in anywise change the effect of 
the bill. He held that the decision of 
the supreme court wit hreference to the 
prohibitory tax did not apply to corpora- 
tions. The measure, he declared, would 
act like a sword of Damocles hanging 
over the coporations in such a manner 
that the city could compel them to do 
whatever it willed. 

Senator Hamrick said that many had 
asked the committee to make an unfavor- 
able report, but it had not seen fit to 
do so. If the bill is approved by the 
Senator from the thirty-fifth, by the rep- 
resentatives from Fulton, by the mayor 
and by the attorneys for the city, there 
was no good reason, he declared, why the 
senate should not pass it. 

Senator Chappell, of the twenty-fourta, 
concluded in opposition to the bill. He 
Said the only argument that had been 
advanced in favor of it was that it was 
a local measure. He declared it was not 
merely a local measure, but that its effect 
would be more far-reaching than any one 
imagined. He opposed it as a bad prece- 
dent.

December 3.—Accord- 
ing to news just received here the in- 
terior of the country almost entirely 
quiet. Only a few scattered and insig- 
nificant insurgent bands are here and 
there waging guerrilla warfare. This 
eauses the government no anxiety. The 
triumph the Colombian conservative 
government on the isthmus will doubtless 
incalculably strengthen the government's 
hands. <A peace commission composed of

HOUSE TAKES UP 
BLALOCK BILL 


Governor, in Special Mes- 
sage, Urges Passage of 
Resolution. 


PAPER WILL BE FURTHER 
CONSIDERED THIS MORNING 


Resolution by Mr. Blalock, of Fay- 
ette, Provides That the Interest 
en the Public Debt Be 
Paid Out of the Public 
Property Fund. 


After having been refused as a special 
order on a number of occasions recently, 
the Blalock resolution providing for the 
appropriation of $325,800 from the public 
property fund to pay the interest on 
the bonded debt in 1902, came up for 
consideration in regular order during the 
afternoon session of the house yesterday. 

The discussion over this measure was 
continued until 4 o’clock, and will be 
taken up again this morning under the 
head of unfinished business. 

During the morning session the govern- 
or sent a message to both the house and 
the senate urging the passage of the 
resolution. Unless the general assembly 
passes the Blalock resolution or some 
similar measure which will relieve the 
condition of the state treasury before ad- 
journment, it is more than _ probable 
Governor Candler will veto all of the spe- 
cial appropriation bills passed at this ses- 
sion. 

Governor Candler has had nothing to 
say on the subject except in his message 
to the legislature, but unless some pro- 
vision is made to relieve the situation, 
there will be’ no money with which to 
make up the now existing deficiency, 
much less to pay new obligations. 

Among the special appropriation bills 
at this session are several of importance. 
including those for the maintenance of 
the Soldiers home and the military es- 
tablishment of the state. 

Resolution Is Considered. 

The resolution was taken up shortly af- 
ter 3 o’clock and after it had been read 
Mr. Johnson, of Bartow, proposed an 
amendment to the effect “‘that the rate 
of taxation for 1902 should be reduced to 
the extent that would be required to pay 
the interest on the public debt.” The 
house resolved itself into a committee 
of the whole and Mr. Blalock secured the 
floor, making a short speech in advoca- 
cy of the adoption of his resolution. 

After discussing the provisions of the 
resolution, he said: 

“TI want to say for the benefit of some 
gentlemen in this hall that we have a 
man in the state treasury who will not 
pay out any money unless he considers 
it right.”’ 

There was much applause from that 
part of the house occupied by gentlemen 
who were known to oppose the resolution 
and whose objections in the past had 
prevented the paper from being made a 
special order to be disposed of at once. 

“I thank God for the applause coming 
from where it does,’’ declared Mr. Bla- 
lock, ‘‘and I wish to say that the treasur- 
er has said he would honor this resolu- 
tion if it is passed.”’ 

“The treasurer has said he considers 
the interest a part of the bonded debt.” 
said Mr. Blalock, ‘‘and if he believes that 
he dare not keep it locked up.” 

A Precedent Discovered. 

Mr. Blalock then gave way to Mr. Sla- 
ton, of Fulton, who read an extraé? from 
an act passed in 1882 providing that money 
received from the sale of public property 
should be used to pay the interest on the 
bonded debt of the state. At that time 
the state owned sixteen United States 
bonds of the denomination of $10,000 each, 
which had been received as part payment 
for the purchase of the Macon and Bruns- 
wick railroad. 

The act cited provided for the sale of 
these bonds and section 3 of that act says: 
“One hundred thousend dollars of such 
proceéds to pay the principal of the » 
per cent bonds of this state (known as 
the Nutting bonds), falling due in the 
year 188%; and the remainder of 
the proceeds oof such gale _ shal 
be applied to the payment of 
the interest on the recognized valid bonds 
of this state falling due jn said year 
1883, under the provisions of the act mak- 
ing appropriations for the support of the 
government for the year 1883.’’

Urges Resolution’s Passage. 

In a formal message, which was trans 
mitted to the house and senate yesterday 
morning, Governor Candler urged the 
passage of the Blalock resolution, 

The governor’s message is as follows: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 
It was my unpleasant duty at the beginning 
of the present session af the general assem- 
bly to advise your honorable bodies that the 
appropriations made at your last session ex- 
ceeded the probable income of the state for the 
year 190! by a#out $74,000, and that gor the 
year [902 the deficiency would be abovws 
$263,000 if no néw appropriations are mace 
at the present session. To meet these de- 
ficiencies I then saw and I now see but three 
ways, either reduce appropriations already 
made. or increase the rate of taxation fixed 
at your last session, or apply so much of the 
fund now in the treasury derived from the 
sale of public property as may be necessary 
to the payment of the interest on the bonded 
debt for the year 1902. I then advised that 
the last suggestion be adopted, because it 
wou.d probably be deemed inexpedient to re- 
duce appropriations already made, and be- 
cause tie rate of taxation, in my opinion, 
should not be increased for any ordinary pur- 

There has been no change in 
nor in my opinion, since that 
communication was sent to the general as- 
sembly. The deficiencies then reported still 
exist, and that for the vear {902 will be ma- 
terially increased if bills néw pending mak- 
ing additional appropriations are permitted to 
become laws. 

There are only ten more days of the present 
session in which to provide means to meet 
these deficiencies and to pay the proposed new 
appropriations. The credit of our state is 
deservedly high, that of no state being higher, 
and it is our duty to see to it that’it does 
not suffer while we are charged with pro- 
tecting it. It will be criminal in us not to 
protect it, and the people will and ought to 
condemn us if we fail in this duty. 

The deficiencies are smal! and can be easily 
met in the way suggested without either reduc- 
ing appropriations already made or increasing 
the rate of taxation, an expedient which is 
rot to be thought of. I am advised that a 
measure has been reported by the committee 
on appropriations in the house of representa- 
tives, to carry into effect the policy above sug- 
gested, and pay the interest becoming @#lue 
during the next year out of the public property 
fund which has been set apart by the consti- 
tution for the payment of the bonded debt and 
can be used for no other purpose. This meas- 
ure should be at once adopted. The matured 
coupon is as much a part of the bonded debt 
af the unmatured bond to which it is attached. 
There should be no hesitation about the mat- 
ter. The credit of the state must be main- 
tained and the rata of taxation must not bse 
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to make a full report to the governor. 
Said committee shall sit during recess not 
more than thirty days, shall have power to 
summon witnesses, to compel the production of 
all necessary books, papers and documents and 
shall receive for their services the same com- 
pensation as is paid members of the general 
assembly during the session thereof.
